Falmouth Council considers 
creation of free clinic

Northern Kentucky Physi¬ 
cian Gerry Tolbert and Fal¬ 
mouth Mayor Mark Hart 
addressed the council and pro¬ 
posed the creation of a free 
clinic within city limits that 
would serve Pendleton County.

The Extension Homemakers 
organization is made up of a 
diverse group of individuals with 
many different ages, interests and 
talents in this ever-changing, ever- 
shrinking world. They strive to 
learn more efficient and effective 
skills to help in daily life through 
methods of researched-based 
information passed on by the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service and by the Ken¬ 
tucky State University. As volun¬ 
teers they network with local 
agencies and give of themselbto 
enrich our lives and that of our 
families, friends, neighbors and 
community. 

During this past year Home¬ 
maker lessons included “Plate It 
Up” — Kentucky Proud, a lesson 
on using fruits and vegetables 
grown in Kentucky for your fam¬ 
ily meals after which each partici¬ 
pant received the “Living Well - 
more than a Cookbook” book; 
“The Family Talk”, a lesson on 
talking with your children about 
your last wishes and where they 
might find all your important 
documents; “Coffee with Rhon¬ 
da”, a lesson about the different 
types of coffee beans and how they 
taste (free samples were given 
out); “Kentucky Vacations in Your 
Own Backyard”; “Beans, Beans, 
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Beans” a lesson about the numer¬ 
ous types of dried beans available 
to use in your meal planning and 
how to prepare some of them; 
“Simply Vegetarian”, another les¬ 
son on food and nutrition (we all 
love to eat!); and finally the last 
lesson for the year was “Sprucing 
Up Wardrobes with Scarves”, a 
very interesting lesson learning 
how you can dress up an outfit 
using just a plain scarf for an 
entirely now look. 

We perform many different 
types of service to the community 
including scholarships to graduat¬

Lots 
of volunteers are needed to help 
with this positive learning experi¬ 
ence for our young people. 

With the annual dues we 
receive a monthly newsletter list¬ 
ing upcoming events in the coun¬ 
ty, area and state, classes, as well as 
helpful hints and even a recipe or 
two! 

We can’t forget to tell you 
about the delicious funnel cakes 
we dish up at the Youth Fair, Wool 
Fest, and Butler Festival. Clubs 
rotate serving in the booth at the 
different festivals. Monies raised 
from sale of the funnel cakes go 
into our general fund to help us 
continue to do all that we do! 

Some firsts for the homemak¬ 
ers this past year include a paper 
recycling bin which was set up in 
the parking lot at the Extension 
Center. For the first time a retreat 
was held for county officers and 
4-H chairmen at Potter’s Ranch in 
Union, Ky. this past spring. 
Another first this past year was the 
Cake Auction during the County 
Youth Fair. It was a great success 
and will continue next year! 

We have many other events for 
members such as an international 
dinner; annual county dinner, 
meeting and recognitions (coming 
up September 12!); area county 
meetings and recognitions; and 
state meetings and recognitions.

Beshear asked again to let 
General Assembly deal with 
the Bluegrass Pipeline issues 


Kentuckians concerned about 
the impact of the proposed Blue- 
grass Pipeline have delivered more 
than 900 additional signatures on a 
petition to Gov. Beshear. 

The petition asks the governor 
to allow the General Assembly to 
deal with two pipeline issues - the 
lack of clarity on whether a private 
company can use eminent domain 
to condemn land for easements 
when there is no public use, and to 
give a state agency oversight of the 
public health and safety aspects of a 
natural gas liquids pipeline. 

“We know the Beshears seem to 
be for this project, but we hope 
they will listen to the concerns of 
landowners all along the projected 
route of this pipeline,” said Brad 
Slutskin, a resident of Woodford 
County and an attorney who is 
helping landowners who allowed 
the company to do an initial survey 
on their land to rescind that per¬ 
mission. “Were seeing large crowds 
show up at meetings in small, rural 
communities along the projected 
path of the proposed pipeline. 
Folks are concerned about the safe¬ 
ty record of the Williams company, 
and fearful that their land will be 
taken against their wishes.” 

These local concerns have 
prompted five fiscal courts (Frank¬ 
lin, Scott, Anderson, Marion and 
Washington) to pass resolutions 
opposing the Bluegrass Pipeline, 
with another (Woodford) poised to 
do so. Franklin County went fur¬ 
ther by adopting an ordinance that 
creates a one-year moratorium on 
hazardous waste pipelines crossing 


county roads. 

So far, the governor has said he 
would not place any additional 
items on the agenda for the special 
session. 

But opponents of the Bluegrass 
Pipeline mailed or hand delivered 
on Monday an additional 1,000 
signatures to the governor to add to 
the more than 5,200 turned in on 
August 7. They noted that since the 
legislative fixes they are proposing 
are relatively simple, even if Bes¬ 
hear placed these concerns on the 
agenda today legislators could deal 
with them quickly without the 
need for additional legislative days. 

“One doesn’t have to be for or 
against a particular pipeline to 
believe that there should be some 
state agency that is looking out for 
public safety and protecting our 
water, land and air. And one doesn’t 
have to be for or against a particular 
pipeline to believe that private 
companies that provide no public 
use for Kentuckians should not 
have the power of eminent 
domain," said Sister Claire 
McGowan OP, Executive Director 
of New Pioneers for a Sustainable 
Future in Springfield. 

“This company is moving fast 
to get legal agreements in place,” 
McGowan continued. “Kentucki¬ 
ans of widely diverse political and 
economic perspectives are increas¬ 
ingly united in their insistence that 
the governor take action now. Janu¬ 
ary will very likely be too late to 
protect our sacred land and our 
vulnerable people from the dangers 
of this ill-advised plan.”

Get crafty with an easy fall 
paper-leaf wreath decoration 


Create a beautiful paper holiday 
wreath inspired by autumn leaves. A 
pair of pinecones attached to a bow 
makes a charming accent. 

Materials: 

• Leaf Template • newspaper • 20- 
and 24-gauge wire • Pipe cleaners 

• Glue gun • Craft glue • Wire cut¬ 
ters • Ribbon • Pinecones • Drill 

Steps: 

• Step 1 - Trace leaf template 
onto papers and cut out. 

• Step 2 - Cut 5-inch strips of 
the 24-gauge wire. 

• Step 3 - Attach the wire onto 
the paper with glue gun. Then, 
using the craft glue, apply all over 
the leaves. Place another leaf on top 
like a sandwich. 

• Step 4 - When all leaves are 
glued and dried, cluster three 
together and twist the ends of the 
wires together to secure. 

• Step 5 - When all the clusters 
are done, cut a 47-inch length of 
the 20-gauge wire and fold in half, 
twisting together. When done, it 
should be shaped like a horseshoe, 
and will serve as your base. 

• Step 6 - Starting at one end, 
wrap pipe cleaners around until all 
wire is covered. 

• Step 7 - Take a cluster of 
leaves and start one inch from the 
middle. Attach the first cluster by 
wrapping the wires around the base 
until secured. Snip off excess wire. 

• Step 8 - Keep adding clusters 
every few inches or so until it starts 
to take on the form of a wreath. 
When one side is done, repeat on 
other side. 

• Step 9 - Drill holes in the 
pinecones; add a piece of wire, and

ORDINANCE NO._ 


An Ordinance of and by the Pendleton County Fiscal Court whereby the Fiscal 
Court is reestablishing procedures that will set out guidelines for a resident of 
Pendleton County to obtain an E 911 address. 


Whereas, on or about February of 2001 , procedures were established that would allow 
the citizens of Pendleton County to obtain an E 911 address, and 


Whereas, it has been determined by the Fiscal Court that there are some changes that 
need to be made to the aforementioned procedures, and 


Whereas, these changes are due in large part to changes in the addressing process, map¬ 
ping changes and other updates that must be made. 


Now therefore be it resolved that, all previous procedures dealing with obtaining E 
911 addresses will be replaced by the following: 

1. The head of household or other responsible occupant must contact the Pendleton 
County Planning and Zoning Office at (859) 654-1108. 


2. When the Planning and Zoning Office ensures all their requirements have been 
met, the address request will be sent to the Pendleton County Addressing Office (859- 
654-6927). Once the Addressing Office has been notified, the approximate location 
of the residence and/or business will be obtained from the occupant. Any identifying 
structures or landmarks, which may help locate the structure or property requiring an 
address, will be helpful. 


3. Request for an address will generally be handled within five (5) working days, weath¬ 
er permitting. 


4. Structures that can be located by verbal description on the address maps may be ad¬ 
dressed over the phone. 


5. If a structure cannot be identified by telephone description, the addressing agent will 
drive to the location and measure for accurate addressing. Addresses will be assigned us¬ 
ing 1000 numbers per road mile, with even numbers on the right side and odd numbers 
on the left side as numbers. The numbers increase from the beginning point of the road. 


6. Two or less residents or dwellings that are established on a single drive will be ad¬ 
dressed along the main road. Should any more than 2 residents or dwellings exist on a 
single drive, such drive must be named and addressed along this newly named drive, 
street or road. At any time a third dwelling or residence is established along a drive that 
previously exists, such drive, street or road shall be named and addressed accordingly. 

7. Once an address has been assigned, the Addressing Office will supply the applicant 
with sufficient copies of the address notification form necessary to present to the utility 
companies and the United States Postal Service, 


8. It will not be necessary for the resident to notify the Post Office or Cincinnati Bell 
Telephone. The Addressing Office will do these notifications. 


This Ordinance shall take effect and be in full force when passed, published and re¬ 
corded according to law.

Recognizing asthma friendly schooling 


As summer winds down, families 
across the nation are beginning to 
prepare for the new school year. A 
new school environment can some¬ 
times be difficult for children with 
asthma. This back-to-school season, 
the American Lung Association 
highlights tips for families of chil¬ 
dren with asthma and stresses the 
importance of crafting a plan to 
properly manage asthma in a school 
environment. 

"Before shopping for back-to- 
school supplies, parents of students 
with asthma should first consider 
their child's health for the time that 
they spend under the supervision of 
school personnel and in the school 
environment," said Norman H. 
Edelman, M.D., senior medical 
advisor of the American Lung Asso¬ 
ciation. "They should work closely 
with their healthcare provider and 
school personnel before the school 
year begins to put a plan in place for 
good asthma control in the class¬ 
room." 

Asthma is one of the most com¬ 
mon chronic childhood disorders in 
the nation, affecting an estimated 
seven million children under the age 
of 18. It is also one of the primary 
illness-related reasons that students 
miss school, accounting for more 
than 10 million lost school days 
each year. 

Asthma is the third-leading 
cause of hospitalization for children 
under 15. In 2011, more than half 
of people with current asthma expe¬ 
rienced at least one episode, or 
attack-with children 39 percent 
more likely than adults to have an 
asthma episode. 

The onset of a new school year 
also marks the beginning of the cold 
and flu season. Influenza poses a 
special health risk to children with 
asthma, as these children often expe¬ 
rience more severe symptoms. The 
American Lung Association strongly 
recommends that all children-espe- 
cially those with asthma-be immu¬ 
nized against influenza. 

As part of its Asthma Friendly 
Schools Initiative (AFSI) the Ameri¬ 
can Lung Association launched the 
Asthma-Friendly Schools Champi¬ 
ons Awards earlier this year with 
support from the Environmental 
Protection Agency and Genentech 
Pharmaceuticals. The AFSI Cham¬ 
pion Awards recognize schools that 
have taken positive strides to create a 
healthier learning environment 
using the strategies outlined in the 
Asthma-Friendly Schools Initiative. 

By recognizing schools that have 
taken a comprehensive approach to 
asthma management, the Lung 
Association hopes to increase aware¬ 
ness of childhood asthma, establish a 
cadre of schools that can share their 


best practices, as well as expand the 
number of schools working toward 
an asthma-friendlier learning envi¬ 
ronment. Silver and Gold level win¬ 
ners are schools that have gone 
above and beyond to protect the 
health of their students, faculty and 
staff. Award winners will be 
announced in September. 

In preparation for the school 
year ahead, the American Lung 
Association urges parents who have 
children with asthma to complete 
the following checklist: 

• Step 1 - Learn about asthma. 

Learning about asthma is easy. 

The American Lung Association has 
many free resources to help you and 
your child learn how to keep asthma 
in good control. Well controlled 
asthma is the key to helping your 
child stay healthy and active. 

Visit www.lung.org/asthma to 
learn about asthma and asthma 
management. Be sure to watch the 
short animation "What is Asthma?" 
to learn what happens in the airways 
during an asthma episode. 

Asthma Basics is a 50-minute online 
educational tool for people with 
asthma or anyone who provides care 
for someone living with asthma. It 
teaches how to recognize and man¬ 
age asthma symptoms, how to iden¬ 
tify and reduce triggers, how to cre¬ 
ate an asthma management plan and 
how to respond to a breathing emer¬ 
gency. To learn more or participate, 
send an email to elee@midlandlung. 
org 

Visit Lungtropolis at www. 
lungtropolis.com along with your 
5-10 year old child. You'll find 
action-packed games designed to 
help kids control their asthma-plus 
advice for parents. 

Become involved in an Open Air¬ 
ways for Schools program either by 
bringing the program to your school 
or training to be an instructor. Open 
Airways for Schools educates and 
empowers children through a fun 
and interactive approach to asthma 
self-management. Send an email to 
midland@midlandlung.org. 

Schedule an Asthma 1-2-3 pro¬ 
gram. Asthma 1-2-3 is a one hour 
in-service designed to teach basic 
asthma knowledge to school, day¬ 
care, and community personnel. 
Send an email to midland@mid- 
landlung.org 

• Step 2 - Talk to the school 
nurse. 

A visit or phone call to the 
school nurse should be your next 
step. Together, you and the school 
nurse, along with your child's 
healthcare provider, can work to 
reduce asthma triggers and manage 
symptoms while in school. 

Ask the school nurse to explain 
and provide all of the required forms 


you and your child's healthcare pro¬ 
vider need to sign and complete, 
including an asthma action plan. 

All 50 states and the District of 
Columbia allow children to self-car¬ 
ry and use their asthma inhalers 
while at school. Each law is differ¬ 
ent; visit www.breatheatschool.org 
and click on your state to learn 
more. 

Discuss your child's asthma trig¬ 
gers and steps to reduce them in the 
classroom. 

Ask about the school's asthma 
emergency plan, and if coaches, 
teachers and staff are trained in how 
to recognize asthma symptoms and 
respond to a breathing emergency. 

• Step 3 - Schedule Asthma 
Check-up. 

Each school year should begin 
with a visit to your child's healthcare 
provider for an asthma check-up. 
This check-up is the best time to 
make sure your child is on the right 
amount of medicine for their asth¬ 
ma, to fill-out any forms required by 
the school and to create an asthma 
management plan as described in 
Step 4. Kids with asthma should 
visit their healthcare provider every 
three to six months, depending on 
how often your child is having 
symptoms. 

The Lung Association website 
provides helpflil hints on how to talk 
to your healthcare provider and 
make your medical visits more satis- 
fying. 

• Step 4 - Develop an Asthma 
Action Plan. 

An asthma action plan is a writ¬ 
ten worksheet created by your 
healthcare provider and tailored to 
your child's needs. The plan includes 
a list of their asthma triggers and 
symptoms, the names of their medi¬ 
cines and how much medicine to 
take when needed. The plan also 
explains the steps to take to manage 
an asthma episode and a breathing 
emergency. An asthma action plan 
should always be on file in the 
school nurse's office and easily acces¬ 
sible to anyone who may need to 
help your child use their inhaler. 

• Step 5 - Get a Flu Shot. 

On average, one out of five 
Americans suffers from influenza 
(flu) every year. Respiratory infec¬ 
tions such as the flu are one of the 
most common asthma triggers. The 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control & 
Prevention (CDC) recommends 
everyone over the age of six months 
get a flu vaccination. The best way 
to protect your family from the flu is 
for everyone to get vaccinated.

Billy Graham’s New Suit 


The following story was sent to 
me by Glen Hardy who resides in a 
condominium near NKU. I had 
read it before several years past, but 
as I reread it, I thought our readers 
would be interested; particularly the 
walking wounded who spend much 
of our time visiting physicians and 
hospitals and juggling our medi¬ 
cines. 

Billy Graham was born in Char¬ 
lotte, N. C., in 1918 and preached 
to over 200 million persons as an 
evangelist in a ministry that spanned 
decades. He was known as our presi¬ 
dents minister and three of those 
living attended the dedication of his 
Library and Museum in Charlotte 
on May 31, 2007. George Beverly 
Shea, his famed singer in most of the 
Billy Graham Crusades, died this 
year on April 17 at the age of 104. 

Interestingly, there has never 
been a hint of a scandal of anything 
touching Billy Graham; rather 
remarkable in our day! 

In January, 2007, leaders in 
Charlotte, North Carolina, invited 
their favorite son, Billy Graham, 
to a luncheon in his honor. 

Billy initially hesitated to 
accept the invitation because he 
struggled with Parkinson's disease. 
But the Charlotte leaders said, 'We 
don't expect a major address. Just 
come and let us honor you.' So he 
agreed. 

After wonderful things were 
said about him, Dr. Graham 
stepped to the rostrum, looked at 
the crowd, and said: ‘I'm remind¬ 
ed today of Albert Einstein, the 
great physicist who this month has 
been nonored by Time magazine 
as the Man of the Century. Ein¬ 
stein was once traveling from 
Princeton on a train, when the 
conductor came down the aisle, 
punching the tickets of every pas¬ 
senger. when he came to Einstein, 
Einstein reached in his vest pocket. 
He couldn't find his ticket, so he 
reached in his trouser pockets. 

It wasn't there. He looked in 
his briefcase but couldn't find it. 
Then he looked in the seat beside 
him. He still couldn't find it.’ 

The conductor said, 'Dr. Ein¬ 
stein, I know who you are. We all 
know who you are. I'm sure you 
bought a ticket. Don't worry 
about it.' 

Einstein nodded appreciatively. 
The conductor continued down 
the aisle punching tickets. As he 
was ready to move to the next car, 
he turned around and saw the 
great physicist down on his hands 
and knees looking under his seat 


for his ticket. 

The conductor rushed back 
and said, 'Dr. Einstein, Dr. Ein¬ 
stein, don't worry, I know who 
you are; no problem. You don't 
need a ticket. I'm sure you bought 
one!' 

Einstein looked at him and 
said, ‘Young man, I, too, know 
who I am. What I don't know is 
where I'm going!’ 

Having said that, Billy Gra¬ 
ham continued, ‘See the suit I'm 
wearing? It's a brand new suit. My 
children and my grandchildren are 
telling me I've gotten a little slov¬ 
enly in my old age. I used to be a 
bit more fastidious. So I went out 


and bought a new suit for this 
luncheon and one more occasion.

This is the suit in which I'll be 
buried. But when you hear I'm 
dead, I don't want you to immedi¬ 
ately remember the suit I'm wear¬ 
ing.

I not only know who I am. I also 
know where I'm going.

Something is fishy at Lake Williamstown

A new resident will soon be 
calling Lake Williamstown 
home. 

The Williamstown City 
Council entered into an agree¬ 
ment with Big Fish Farms of 
Fort Thomas to stock the lake 
with paddlefish, which are har¬ 
vested for their meat and eggs. 

Paddlefish, which are easy to 
identify because of their long 
snout and large mouth, are 
stocked at low density when 
they are about 12 inches in size. 
The stocking takes place in late 
summer or early fall. They eat 
zooplankton and do not repro¬ 
duce in a pond or lake environ¬ 
ment. 

According to Renee Koerner, 
of Big Fish Farms, the fish grow 
for eight to 10 years before they 
are harvested, usually in Febru¬ 
ary or March, and they’ll weigh 
as much as 40 to 60 pounds. 

“They have no teeth, no 
scales and they get huge,” she 
told the council in May when 
Koerner first approached the 
council about an agreement to 
stock the lake. 

“There’s no cost and no lia¬ 
bility to you,” Koerner said. 

Koerner said stocking will 
take place in phases, so the har¬ 
vest can be staggered. 

When the fish are harvested, 
in approximately 2023, Big Fish 
Farms will pay the city 20 per¬ 
cent of the wholesale market 
value for the meat and caviar. 

“The revenue stream, once it 
begins, is typically every three 
years,” she said. 

Williamstown Mayor Rick 
Skinner said this could mean an 
extra $80,000 to $100,000 in 


income to the city, with no costs 
incurred by the city. 

“We want to partner with the 
city and have a partnership over 
a long period of time,” Koerner 
said. 

Koerner said she has more 
than 100 acres of lakes and 
ponds under contract in Ken¬ 
tucky and more in Ohio. 

“Paddlefish don’t compete 
with other recreational fish,” 
Koerner said. 

The fish will be harvested 
using large gill nets, which 
allows other fish to swim 
through. Paddlefish can’t be 
caught using lures or bait, 
Koerner said. 

Koerner’s agreement with the 
city is for 10 years with the 
option to renew. As part of the 
agreement, Big Fish Farms can 
test the water quality in the lake 
and must supply their findings 
to the city. 

Koerner, along with Dr. Ste¬ 
ven Mims from Kentucky State 
University spoke to the council 
last month during a caucus 


meeting about paddlefish farm¬ 
ing and possible benefits to 
water quality in the lake. Mims’ 
research career has centered on 
paddlefish for the aquaculture 
industry. 

“Based off the data that’s 
available it could improve the 
quality of water in the lake, at 
least in the long term,” said Jac- 
qualynn Riley, a councilmem- 
ber. 

Skinner said he had spoken 
with the mayor of Madisonville 
who has a paddlefish agreement 
in place for a 240-acre lake and 
noted improvements in the 
water. 

“He said that their use of 
chemicals to treat the water was 
down and he felt it was a direct 
result of having paddlefish in the 
lake,” Skinner said. 

Riley and Councilmember 
Liz Wagoner said they met with 
representatives from the Wil¬ 
liamstown Lake Association and 
there were no concerns or objec¬ 
tions to the city entering into an 
agreement. 


Harrison bear sighting confirmed by state

The Kentucky Division of 
Fish and Wildlife is asking resi¬ 
dents of Harrison County to be 
cautious and not overly vigilant 
due to a recent bear sighting. 

According to Sgt. Pat Brannen 
of the Kentucky Division of Fish 
and Wildlife, a confirmed bear 
sighting has been made by a biolo¬ 
gist in the Boyers Chapel area of 
Harrison County. 

Early reports of the sighting 
first surfaced after several game 
cameras captured pictures of the 
bear roaming in the White Oak 
Pike area. 

“A biologist has confirmed 
that a black bear, probably a male, 
is in the area and at this time is 
not showing any signs of being a 
threat in any way,” explained 
Brannen. 

Brannen explained that bears, 
often times males, travel long dis¬ 
tances in order to find basic needs 
such as food, shelter and water. 

Perhaps the biggest influence 


in making bears travel is 
for mates. 

“Females typically find a place 
and stay there provided that the 
habitat supplies all of her needs,” 
said Brannen. “A male on the 
other hand will roam in search of 
mates and better habitat. If they 
don’t find what they are looking 
for they do not stay long.” 

Brannen said no reports of 
nuisance have been made by any¬ 
one about the bear and he sus¬ 
pects the bear will not stay around 
long. 

“If it becomes a threat to the 
safety of humans or livestock, we 
will relocate the bear,” said Bran¬ 
nen. 

Brannen said since the bear is 
not acting as a nuisance, precau¬ 
tions should be made to not 
enable the animal to become 
problematic. 

“It is illegal to knowingly feed 
a bear or harbor them in any way,” 
explained Brannen. “Just leave it 
alone if you do see it. They are not 
an aggressive animal unless pro¬ 


voked or lured close to homes by 
feeding.” 

Brannen explained that signs 
of bear activity are very plain, 
including knocked over trash 
cans. 

“The industrial grade trash 
cans that the big companies loan 
customers are still no match for a 
bear,” said Brannen. “Chances are 
if you have one knocked over and 
torn through, it is a bear or some¬ 
one pulling a prank. A typical dog 
is

Brannen said law enforcement 
and trash collectors have been 
notified of the potential of call-ins 
for bear activity. 

“The public’s safety is a con¬ 
cern, but we do not see this being 
a huge issue,” said Brannen. “Do 
not try to engage with the animal 
whatsoever.”

Gray wolf found in Kentucky for 
first time in more than a century 


For the first time in more than 
a century, a free-range wolf has 
been confirmed in Kentucky, 
according to federal wildlife 
experts. 

A DNA analysis performed by 
the U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture’s National Wildlife Research 
Center in Colorado determined 
the 73-pound animal taken March 
16 by a hunter near Munfordville 
in Hart County is a gray wolf. The 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
Forensics Laboratory in Oregon 
confirmed the finding. 

Because a free-ranging wolf has 
not been seen in the state since the 
mid-1800s, biologists were skepti¬ 
cal when Hart County resident 
James Troyer reported the animal. 

The test revealed genetic 
makeup resembling wolves native 
to the Great Lakes Region. How 
the federally endangered gray wolf 
found its way to a Munfordville 
hay ridge remains a mystery, state 
officials said. Wolf biologists said 
the animal’s dental characteristics 
- a large amount of plaque on its 
teeth - suggest it may have spent 


some time in captivity. 

Troyer, 31, took the animal 
with a shot from 100 yards away 
while predator hunting on his 
family’s farm. Troyer said he had 
taken a coyote off the property 
two weeks earlier. Wolves resemble 
coyotes, but are much larger. 

Kevin Raymond, a wildlife 
biologist for the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources, saw the animal was 
twice the size of a coyote, and 
contacted furbearer biologist 
Laura Patton, who submitted sam¬ 
ples to federal officials for DNA 
testing. 

Because state and federal laws 
prohibit the possession, importa¬ 
tion into Kentucky or hunting of 
gray wolves, federal officials took 
possession of the pelt. Since this is 
the first free-ranging gray wolf 
documented in Kentucky’s mod¬ 
ern history, officials said no federal 
or state charges are expected 
because there were no prior bio¬ 
logical expectations for any hunter 
to encounter a wolf.

History of Pendleton County: Notes Collected But Not Classified 


This history of Pendleton 
County was written by Emma 
McClanahan Thompson in 1934 
and was printed in several edi¬ 
tions of The Falmouth Outlook 
beginning July 5, 1988. 

The Falmouth Woolen Mills, 
established in 1866 by Joshua 
Woodhead, employed home 
labor and was known for the 
excellence of its products. Joseph 
Woodhead's father, who learned 
the woolen goods trade in the 
Queenland of England, spent 
periods of time after coming to 
America following his trade at 
Lowell, Mass., Utica , New York 
and Columbus, Ohio. His son, 
Joseph, conducted the business 
after his father's death in 1887. 
The product of the mill consisted 
principally of blankets, jeans, 
flannels and yarns. Both Joshua 
Woodhead and his son were 
noted for their staunch character, 
honor and strict business integri¬ 
ty. Joseph Woodhead was public- 
spirited, progressive and especial¬ 
ly took an active interest in the 
local educational affairs, being 
partially responsible for the pres¬ 
ent excellent public school facili¬ 
ties and system. He was one of 
the town councilmen for more 
than 30 years and rendered great 
service to his town. He too has 
died. The mill has ceased to exist 
but the old residents still proudly 
display blanket which were made 
in the mill. 

The Ideal Roller Mill was 
originally founded in 1893 by 
R.B. McDonald who was suceed- 
ed in 1895 by J.W. Galloway who 
died in 1901. The mill was then 
conducted by his son, R.L. Gal¬ 
loway who died during the influ¬ 
enza epidemic of 1918. The busi¬ 
ness was the sold to B.F. Arnold 


who operates it at the present 
time. The plant has a capacity of 
125 barrels of flour per day and 
100 bushels of corn meal. None 
but the real Kentucky Blue Grass 
belt wheat was consumed with 
the result that a pure, high-grade 
flour is produced and sold 
through central Kentucky. 

The Centennial Mill was 
owned and operated by Billie 
Hamilton who was killed acci¬ 
dently in the mill. It was then 
sold to J.L. Rogers of Mt. Ster¬ 
ling, Ky. about 1898. Mr. Rogers 
had a wide and valuable experi¬ 
ence in the milling business hav¬ 
ing spent his life to the trade. He 
operated the mill under the name 
of The Champion Mills for a 
number of years and finally sold 
out to the Falmouth Lumber and 
Coal Co. This company has since 
changed hands but is no longer a 
flour mill. 

Hagermeyer's Saw Mill locat¬ 
ed at Butler, in the early 1870s. 
At that time there were dams 
built across the river of stones for 
the flour mills to get water power 
to grind their wheat and corn. 
One of the first things Mr. Hager- 
meyer did was to have bills passed 
in the legislature at Frankfort to 
have these dams removed. He 
could then go to the headwaters, 
of the Licking buy logs, and float 
them loose down the river. He 
had a special brand, the letter X, 
placed on each log. These logs 
were caught in a boom which he 
constructed by chaining logs 
diagonally across the river thus 
forming a chute. These logs could 
be floated at lower tide when 
loose than where rafted down. 
There was quite a protest along 
the river, especially by those who 
operated the flour mills because 


of the removal of the dams. Mr. 
Hagermyer had one of the largest 
saw mills in the state at that time, 
the outfit being 100,000 feet 
daily. He had a number of gang- 
saws that would saw a log into 
one inch boards by one passage 
through of the log. He was one of 
the most influential and useful 
men that ever lived in Pendleton 
County. On account of scarcity 
of timber he sold out in later 
years and moved part of his mill 
to Clay City, Kentucky. 

There were four flour mills on 
the South Licking River within 
three miles of Falmouth, operated 
by Mise men, Levingood, Blasin- 
game, Best and Sharp. Unable to 
learn a great deal about them. 

The Licking Valley Distillery 
was established about 1890 com¬ 
posed of a company of John 
Fryer, John Humes and Sam 
Ravenscraft. They operated it for 
a number of years when Fryer 
bought the plant. He operated it 
until a short time before prohibi¬ 
tion when he sold the distillery to 
a man in Cincinnati. 

Another distillery for a few 
years was located near Morgan 
and operated by James Rule and 
James Brann. Coles Distillery at 
Butler was operated until just 
before prohibition. 

The Old Tub Fowler was one 
of the oldest distilleries in Ken¬ 
tucky. Its product wsa pure with a 
delicate and pleasant taste which 
cause no difficulty in selling it. It 
was a hand made sour mash 
bourbon whiskey, distilled from 
the purest ingredients of grain, 
corn, rye and malt, single and 
double over a wood fire. 

The Falmouth Cheese factory 
established in 1933, is a branch 
of the Cynthiana Cheese Factory. 


It buys up the milk from the 
farmers in the county and has a 
daily output of 2500 pounds. 

Falmouth Parts Factory estab¬ 
lished in 1921 was composed of 
stock holders. It employed from 
25 to 35 people. In 1931 the city 
of Falmouth refused free light 
and water and the plant was 
removed to Cincinnati. 

The Falmouth Creamery was 
established in 1913 or 1914 by 
Mrs. Homer Owens, Butler. 
Through its establishment new 
dairies sprang up all over the 
county. A greater need for pasture 
resulted in the sowing of more 
alfalfa and a new era of farming 
began. Milk at that time brought 
a good price and the people did 
not have to depend entirely on 
tobacco as a cash crop. 

There was also at one time a 
cream, tomato and pickle factory 
but found little about them 
because of shortness of time. 

Hayes Valley Bourbon Distill¬ 
ery at Levingood established Feb¬ 
ruary 25, 1903 put into opera¬ 
tion one of the most thorough 
and complete distilling plants for 
the manufacture of bourbon 
whiskey in the United States. The 
capacity of the plant at first was 
three hundred bushels daily but 
enlargements were made as need¬ 
ed. The planted was owned by 
Tim Hayes but operated by his 
sons, John and Arthur. The boys 
had received their education at 
the Notre Dame University, 
South Bend, Indiana. Mr. Tim 
Hayes was born in Ireland and 
had been connected with the 
liquor business 40 years prior to 
establishing his distillery at Lev¬ 
ingood. He was a self-made man, 
good character and high integrity. 
He was a large land owner and 


stock breeder of prominence. 

T.M. Shoemaker and Com¬ 
pany Sawmill was established at 
Falmouth in 1883. The three 
men who owned and operated 
the plant. T.M. Williams and 
H.H. Shoemaker, were all born 
in the county and had farming 
interests there. This was one of 
the most important plants in Fla- 
mouth in points of employing 
labor and industrial develop¬ 
ment. It contained a large saw 
and planing mill; its capacity 
being 25,000 feet of lumber a 
day. Aside from local markets, 
shippings of dressed and rough 
lumber and all kinds of building 
materials were sent to Chicago, 
Cincinnati, Ironton and Ports¬ 
mouth, Ohio. T.M. and William 
Shoemaker died with a week's 
time and the mill was sold to 
another company of men. Shortly 
afterward it was burned but was 
never rebuilt. 

So far as could be learned 
there was never a Confederate 
Society of any sort in the county. 

The Pendleton County Medi¬ 
cal Society was organized in 
1910. Dr. H.C. Clark was the 
first president. Every physician in 
the county belonged. There was a 
great interest taken in the society 
for a number of years, or until 
after the war, then interest began 
to loose ground and the society is 
no longer in existence. The acting 
physicians have joined other soci¬ 
eties. 

W.H. Hardman was born 
September 18, 1843 on Steer 
Creek in Pendleton County. At 
an early age his parents moved to 
Falmouth where he learned the 
cooperage trade at the age of 15 
yers. He worked at this trade 
until the Civil War. At age 17 he 


ran away and joined the Confed¬ 
erate Army remaining in it till 
May 7, 1865 when he was 
paroled. He was in 25 battles, 
nearly all being the most impor¬ 
tant ones. On one battle,he had 
18 holes in his clothing from bul¬ 
lets and shells but received no 
wounds. In another battle, he 
received a flesh wound just above 
the right hip and lost a finger on 
the left hand. At end of war he 
came back and took up his old 
trade of cooperage in Falmouth, 
Cincinnati and Louisville which 
he followed until prohibition. He 
and Charles Lee are the only two 
Confederates left in the county. 
He is 91 years old and is still in 
good health. 

Charles Lee Jr. was born in 
Mason County August 2, 1847. 
His parents moved to Bracken 
County and then to Pendleton in 
1865. Mr. Lee Jr. ws a noted law¬ 
yer of Falmouth. Charles Lee Jr. 
at age 17 enlisted in the Confed¬ 
erate Army, Company A, Seventh 
Kentucky Battalion under Major 
Bart W. Jenkins. He took part in 
several battles and a number of 
skirmishes. At the close of the 
war, he clerked in a dry goods 
store in Falmouth, later becom¬ 
ing deputy sheriff and deputy 
circuit clerk, n 1890 up organiza¬ 
tion of Farmers and Merchangs 
Bank he became cashier. When 
this bank was consolidated into 
the Pendleton Bank he was again 
elected cashier. He was president 
at the time of the closing of the 
bank in 1932. Since that time he 
has lived in retirement at the 
home of his sister, Mrs. J.E. Wil¬ 
son. He died early in the year of 

1937.

Residents 
may experience a brownish tint to their water during flushing. If this occurs, 
run the cold tap for a few minutes and it should clear up. Residents are also 
encouraged to run their washer through a cold rinse cycle before washing 
clothes in order to keep iron deposits on clothing.

(Austin Jackson) strikes out swinging.

Third batter (Miguel 
Cabrera) grounds out Jones to first 
base to end the inning. Sox do not 
score in the bottom of the 9th inning 
and Jones is replaced by another relief 
pitcher to begin the top of the 10th.

Also, the above-mentioned single 
to center field off the shortstop's glove 
was scored as an error by the official 
scorer (and the subsequent run allowed 
was ruled unearned) the night of the 
game.

School has once again begun 
in Pendleton County, as well as 
surrounding schools, which 
means football season is just 
around the corner. 

Coach Terry Brown, in his 
fourth season as head coach of the 
program, is looking forward to 
getting things underway. With a 
strong off-season program, he 
feels the team is more than pre¬ 
pared to take the field for their 
ten-game schedule. 

The most notable omissions 
from this year’s schedule are state 
powers - Highlands and Coving¬ 
ton Catholic. Pendleton County 
elected to play the next two sea¬ 
sons as an "independent" instead 
of competing for a district cham¬ 
pionship. 

“We feel that dropping district 
play for the next two years will 
allow us to play a more competi¬ 
tive schedule, while continuing to 
grow the program," stated coach 
Brown. 

He continued by saying, “We 
fully expect to return to district 
play when realignment occurs for 
the 2015 season.” 

Even without the state playoffs 
as an incentive, the team still has 
some lofty goals in mind. The 
team has set a goal of going 8-2 
this season, which would be a 
school record for wins in a season. 
Defending their home turf is fresh 
on their minds, as they hope to 
win on Homecoming and Senior 
Night as well. 

With any new season, graduat¬ 
ing players have to be replaced. 
The 2013 Wildcats will sorely 
miss last year’s graduates; most 
notably leading tackier Joe Cor- 
nine, OL/DL Aaron Teegarden, 
and a pair who are continuing 


their careers at Hanover College 
in Indiana, Juan Sanchez and Aus¬ 
tin Pyles. However, the cupboard 
is far from bare, as there are eight 
seniors on this year’s team, led by 
QB Adam Koeninger and RB 
Kyle Silbersack. Silbersack was 
named Player of the Week in 
NKY last year during week one 
for his outstanding performance 
against Ludlow. 

The team will be playing the 
zone read offense, based on the 
spread formation. This allows sev¬ 
eral different personnel packages 
to be installed at the skill posi¬ 
tions. Coach Brown has decided 
to switch from a 4-3 defense to a 
4-2-5, which allows for an extra 
defensive back to be on the field. 

This past Friday evening, the 
Wildcats scrimmaged Harrison 
County in Cynthiana, and while 
score and stats were not kept, 
coach Brown was happy with 
what he saw. 

“One of the important things 
for us, numbers-wise, is to come 
out of a scrimmage situation with¬ 
out injuries, and we did just that. 
We were able to move the ball 
against Harrison, and just need to 
tidy up some small miscues to be 
headed where we want to be.” 

The coaches were pleased with 
the play of OLB Hunter Lea and 
RB josh Richardson. Richardson’s 
performance was especially sur¬ 
prising, as he is just returning 
from a knee injury. 

The Wildcats open regular 
season play this Friday at home 
against the Carroll County Pan¬ 
thers. The game at Veterans Field 
starts at 7:30 p.m. Carroll Coun¬ 
ty went 7-4 last season, losing 
early in the playoffs, so this will be 
a good test for the guys early on. 


“Carroll will look to run the 
ball the majority of the time, so 
our big men up front will be key 
for us to win on Friday," explained 
Brown. 

On defense, the Panthers will 
feature primarily a four-man 
front, switching to three men and 
adding a defensive back on pass¬ 
ing situations. 

Coach Brown feels confident 
about his team’s chances this 
week. “Our speed on the outside 
should be enough to neutralize 
their size and bring us a win on 
Friday night. We hope that every¬ 
one can come out and cheer us to 
victory this week." 

One of the keys to being suc¬ 
cessful on the high school level is 
a strong feeder program. The 
Sharp Middle School team began 
their season this past Thursday 
night with a 26-0 victory over 
Covington Holmes. They were 
led by QB Jordan Smith who was 
7-8 passing for 103 yards, had two 
touchdowns, and had 12 carries 
for 102 yards and two rushing 
touchdowns. Griffin Appleman 
added 107 yards of his own and 
scored a touchdown. However, 
the most impressive stats came on 
the defensive side of the ball as the 
Wildcats only allowed sixty-eight 
yards of offense. Cain Baker and 
Luke Nordheim lead the defensive 
line with six tackles apiece, many 
of which were for loss of yardage. 

While coach Monte Smith 
and his staff are pleased with the 
victory, they know improvements 
can he made to become even 
stronger as a team. As the teams 
start their seasons, they ask for 
your support in attending the 
games and cheering them on to 
victory.

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Reduce grocery costs 


You have probably heard that 
the cost of food is expected to 
rise next year. You can do several 
things to reduce your current 
grocery expenses and hopefully 
prepare yourself for the expected 
price increase. 

One of the easiest things to 
do is to plan ahead. That 
includes making a meal plan for 
the week and making a shop¬ 
ping list based on the ingredi¬ 
ents you need to fulfill your 
plan. Check weekly store sale 
ads and product coupons in the 
newspaper and online to find 
the best prices for the items you 
need. However, don’t buy some¬ 
thing you don’t have plans for 
just because it’s on sale. Make 
sure sale items ring up with the 
correct price at checkout. 

Avoid shopping hungry, in a 
hurry or with your kids, as all 
can increase impulse spending. 

Wisely choose your shopping 
destination. For many rural con¬ 
sumers, convenience stores are 
the most accessible places to 
shop; however, they typically are 
one of the most expensive. You 
might find it is more cost-effec¬ 
tive to go to a larger store in a 
nearby community once month 
to stock-up on commonly used 


non-perishable items. 

Instead of increasing prices, 
some companies are reducing 
their packaging sizes. This can 
increase your spending, as you 
will need to replace these items 
more often. When at the gro¬ 
cery store, check the item’s price 
per unit found on the shelf tag. 
The price per unit allows you to 
easily compare the costs of the 
product based on size. The price 
may be cheaper in a different 
size or brand. If your grocery 
store does not display a prod¬ 
uct’s price per unit, you can eas¬ 
ily calculate it by taking the cost 
of the product and dividing it by 
its packaging size. Bringing a 
small calculator may be helpful. 

Review your grocery pur¬ 
chases at least monthly to deter¬ 
mine total monthly grocery 
expenses and individual product 
prices. You may be able to fur¬ 
ther reduce spending by elimi¬ 
nating things that aren’t necessi¬ 
ties. Cheaper alternatives may 
be available for some of the 
more costly items.

End of season tobacco disease 
management 


4-H T ers can build a million 


With the 2012 tobacco growing 
season coming to an end, growers 
are working hard to get their crops 
into the barns. On one hand, the 
dry conditions of this past summer 
have kept leaf diseases like frogeye 
and target spot in check and we 
have not seen any blue mold. On 
the other hand, we saw more black 
shank and Fusarium wilt than we 
have for the past three or four 
years. 

Looking forward to the next 
growing season, it’s hard to say 
what will be the big disease issue. 
So much depends on the climate 
when we are dealing with diseases 
like blue mold, target spot and 
frogeye. We do know however; that 
some problems will show up again 
and again once certain pathogens 
get established in float beds or the 
field. 

We need to begin thinking

vive between crops on equipment 
and plant residues. You should 
thoroughly clean and sanitize 
greenhouses, trays and outdoor 
float beds in the fall to reduce over¬ 
wintering pathogen populations. 
Make sure to bury or burn plant 
debris and trash. 

In the field, especially where 
black shank may have been a prob¬ 
lem, it’s important to turn all crop 
debris as quickly as possible after 
harvest. The black shank pathogen 
survives very well on crop residues 
and stalks left in the field can lead 
to future disease outbreaks. By 
plowing those crop residues under 
in the fall, you will allow the soil 
microbes more time to break down 
plant matter and reduce survival of 
the pathogen. 

One of the best practices for 
preventing or suppressing diseases 
is rotation to a non-host crop. Even 
though we are many months away 
from planting, you can start the 
planning process and make deci¬ 
sions about field choice and poten¬ 
tial rotation crops. Fall is a great 
time to think about variety selec¬ 
tion and begin planning for trans¬ 
plant production. Varieties such as 
KT 210, KT 206 and KT 209 
continue to perform well against 
black shank, and KT 210 offers a 
good combination of black shank 
and Fusarium wilt resistance. We 
should also see a wider availability 
of KT 212, an early-maturing vari¬ 
ety that is similar to 14 X L8, but 
with moderate resistance to race 1 
black shank.

Kentucky State Police announces funding to 
reduce underage drinking in commonwealth 


Kentucky State Police (KSP) 
Commissioner Rodney Brewer 
announced today that the agency is 
accepting mini-grant proposals for 
underage drinking prevention proj¬ 
ects. Five $2,500 mini-grants and 
one $25,000 enforcement grant will 
be awarded. The funding is provid¬ 
ed by the U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice, Office of Juvenile Justice and 
Delinquency Prevention (OJJDP) 
block grant. KSP serves as the desig¬ 
nated state administrator for the 
Enforcing Underage Drinking Laws 
(EUDL) grant. 

“Enforcement is vital to reducing 
underage drinking in Kentucky, but 
it must be accompanied by an educa¬ 
tional component that will bring 
awareness about the serious dangers 
involved,” said Brewer."These federal 
dollars will allow communities to 
work together to identify local needs 
and sustain a successful strategy to 


combat underage drinking.” 

Brewer advised that the two 
main contributing factors to under¬ 
age drinking are a youths ability to 
illegally purchase alcohol and obtain¬ 
ing someone over the age of 21 to 
purchase it for them. 

“EUDL grant activities specifi¬ 
cally target these factors and are 
designed to reduce underage drink¬ 
ing by making it harder to gain 
access to alcohol,” remarked Brewer. 
“Alcohol is often the gateway drug to 
other dangerous activities and behav¬ 
iors. We must utilize every effort 
available to protect our most valu¬ 
able asset - our youth.”
